Story of th* F irst P lant far Illum ina­ 
tion Built by Edison. 


T hirty veer* ago. Septem ber 4. IM*. 
Thom as A. Edison started In opera­ 
tion th-* w orlds first central alation 
for the supply of Inrandeaeent elec­ 
tro lichting for commercial purposes.
